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Primark 
taking on 
staff for 
new shop 

PRIMARK has started 
taking on staff at a new store 
which opens at the £200 
million New Square develop¬ 
ment in West Bromwich 
later this year. 

The clothing giant is 
advertising managerial posi¬ 
tions at the store with 
salaries ranging from 
£21,865 to £34,160. 

The jobs can be viewed on 
the company’s website. 

Tesco, which is delivering 
the development, has just 
leased the last remaining 
space at Guardian House in 
West Bromwich from Black 
Country property agents 
Bond Wolfe. It will be used to 
train the 400 staff at the 
Tesco Extra store which 
anchors the scheme. 

The new Primark is part 
of the £200m New Square 
development off Cronehills 
Linkway. Other retailers to 
have signed up include Next, 
Outfit and JD Sports, and 
Nandos, Prezzo, Costa 
Coffee and Harvester will 
also be opening outlets. 

The first phase of New 
Square will be unveiled in 
June with the Tesco store, 
Odeon Cinema, Next, Bank 
and the restaurant units due 
to open. The whole develop¬ 
ment is expected to create 
some 1,200 jobs. 

Primark is also due to 
open a shop in Walsall town 
centre as part of the £21 
million revamp of the Old 
Square Shopping Centre. 

Neuv plan for 
waste centre 

NEW plans for a £lm waste 
treatment facility in 
Wednesbury which would 
create 12 jobs, have been 
submitted. 

The application to convert 
the former Hughes & Sons 
Ltd, Portway Road, into a 
wood waste processing facil¬ 
ity has been updated. 

An unnamed company 
hopes to create the centre to 
initially hold waste which 
would be processed and 
shipped to power facilities. 

But it is hoped another 
application would be sub¬ 
mitted to create a facility to 
turn the waste into gas and 
provide electricity. 


POOR TEAMWORK 
IN CHILD TRAGEDY 


SOCIAL services in Sandwell and 
Dudley have admitted poor joint 
working in the case of an underweight 
girl who died in a cold room while her 
mother watched a DVD. 

The failure of the two authorities to decide who 
should be responsible for the protection of 18-month- 
old Keidey-Ellese Earp was of ‘great concern’ to the 
panel that investigated the case. 


The Crown Prosecution 
Service has ruled that there 
should be no criminal action 
against any member of 
Keidey’s family following a 
police investigation. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain, who last 
week recorded an open 
verdict on the little girl’s 
death, said it would be dan¬ 
gerous to say it was due to 
neglect. 

And Keidey’s devastated 
mother Elizabeth Duffell, 
22, said: “I would have done 
anything to stop my daugh¬ 
ter’s death.” 

Review 

Sandwell and Dudley 
social services and other 
child protection agencies are 
implementing some 60 rec¬ 
ommendations for improve¬ 
ment from their own 
reviews of the case. 

And a review panel, led by 
social work consultant Alan 
Ferguson, has come up with 
eight recommendations. 

Sandwell Social Services 
had been monitoring 
Keidey’s case since April 
2011, when she was living at 
her grandmother’s home in 
the borough. 

But when the family

moved to Dudley, they were 
‘wrangling’ about who 
should be in charge. 

There were concerns that 
Keidey was failing to thrive 
and not putting on weight, 
but it was not until Decem¬ 
ber 1, 2011 - two days before 
Keidey’s death after she was 
left on a cot under a window 
in a cold bedroom at her 
home in Tansey Green Road, 
Pensnett - that Sandwell 
Council decided to launch 
court care proceedings. 

Alan Ferguson, who 
carried out an enquiry fol¬ 
lowing Keidey’s death, said 
improvements would centre 
round the way cases were 
transferred between local 
authorities and better 
liaison. 

Health visitor Heather 
Chaloner, of the Black 
Country Partnership NHS 
Trust, told how she had 
made frequent visits to 
Keidey and her mother from 
May 2011. 

She said she had voiced 
her concerns to social serv¬ 
ices.

Cuts mean 
80 fewer 
police in 
borough 

THE number of police offi¬ 
cers serving on the front line 
in Sandwell has been 
reduced by 80 in the last 10 
months due to budget cuts. 

The figure was revealed 
following a live online web 
chat with one of the 
borough’s top officers Supt 
Basit Javid. 

Although he initially esti¬ 
mated the number to be 
around 50 within the last 
two years, the number has 
since been revealed as 80 in 
the past year. 

No officers were lost from 
the area in the 12 months up 
to July. 

The losses are part of a 
restructure aimed at saving 
the force £126 million before 
2015. 

Supt Javid was talking 
about the figures while 
being grilled by residents in 
one of West Midlands 
Police’s regular web chats, 
when the public can put 
questions directly to senior 
members of the force. 

But Supt Javid insisted 
the decrease in officers had 
not had a negative effect on 
the work the force was doing 
in the borough. 

According to latest figures 
there has been a 13 per cent 
drop in crime over the last 
year in the borough and 
2,600 fewer victims of crime. 

The figures from the 
Office of National Statistics 
show that the number of 
robberies was down by 30 
per cent.

Squalid flats cost landlord £45,932 


THE owner of a Sandwell estate of 
eight blocks of flats has been hit 
with a £45,932 penalty by magis¬ 
trates for failing to carry out repairs. 

The case was brought by Sandwell 
Council against Trafalgar Court 
Property Limited over its continued 
failure to deal with repairs at Trafal¬ 
gar Court in Tividale. 

The penalty handed down by 
Sandwell magistrates was one of the 
largest judgments against a single 
landlord in a case brought by the 


council. The company was found 
guilty of failing to comply with six 
improvement notices and two abate¬ 
ment notices served by the council. 

The firm failed to carry out 
repairs and also failed to attend the 
court on April 22. The case was 
heard in its absence. 

Magistrates were told that Trafal¬ 
gar Court Property had not com¬ 
pleted any of the works required to a 
satisfactory standard as outlined in 
improvement and abatement 


notices which required the company 
to repair dilapidated and dangerous 
stairs, walkways and porches in the 
communal areas. 

Magistrates said the situation aws 
disgusting. 

The firm was fined the maximum 
£5,000 for each offence and ordered 
to pay £5,932 costs. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for housing Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain said: “No-one 
should have to live in the sort of 


squalor experienced by tenants at 
Trafalgar Court.” 

Kerry Bolister, Sandwell 
Council’s area director for homes 
and communities, said: “It is a 
shame that the inactions of Trafal¬ 
gar Court Property has led to the 
council having to use their own 
resources to take action. 

“I am pleased the magistrate has 
recognised this in the awarding of 
costs.”

Bosses vow- was launched just two days 

lessons will 
be learned 
over death 

LESSONS have been 
learned following the tragic 
death of Keidey-Ellese Earp, 
social services bosses have 
vowed. 

A Smethwick inquest 
heard last week that agen¬ 
cies involved in monitoring 
18-month-old Keidey amid 
fears for her wellbeing 
because she was failing to 
put on weight had imple¬ 
mented around 60 recom¬ 
mendations to improve the 
way they handle child care 
cases. 

Keidey weighed just 
under 8.5kg, (191bs), putting 
her in the lightest 0.4 per 
cent of youngsters, just 
before she died. Expressing 
“sadness” at the death, John 
Polychronakis, chairman of 
Dudley Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board, speaking on 
behalf of both authorities, 
said: “An independent 

review has been carried out 
which concluded this tragic 
death was not predictable or 
preventable. 

“The report does, 
however, highlight a 
number of areas of learning 
and identifies a number of 
recommendations, many of 
which have already been 
implemented.” 


before her death. 

An expert investigating the 
case said court action should 
have been taken considerably 
earlier. The cause of the girl’s 
death may never be known 
after a coroner recorded an 
open verdict, but said it was 
probably due to the cold condi¬ 
tions she was left in. 

Keidey’s single mother, 22- 
year-old Elizabeth Duffell, 
had been watching a DVD in 
the next bedroom when her 
daughter died. 

Paramedics 

She had been left in the cot 
but, when paramedics arrived 
at the house at 3pm on 
December 3, 2011, the child 
was lifeless on the floor. Miss 
Duffell, now of Newhall Road, 
Rowley Regis, told the inquest 
her lifestyle was chaotic when 
moving house. 

“I didn’t know if I was 
coming or going,” she added. 
Miss Duffell said the child’s 
father, Martin Earp, had given 
her no help in bringing her up. 

Sandwell social services 
had been monitoring the girl 
since April 2011, when she 
had been living with her 
grandmother. But Keidey and 
her mother moved to Pen- 
snett, and discussions began 
about handing the case over to 
Dudley Council. 

Consultant Alan Ferguson, 
who was commissioned to 
carry out an inquiry, said 
Dudley refused to accept 
responsibility unless “stable 
child protection plans” were 
in place. Her case stayed with 
Sandwell Council. Mr Fergu¬ 
son said: “There was dissent 
between the two councils.”

£500,000 
computer

Police see 
a drop in 
number of 
robberies 

RECORDED crime in the 
West Midlands dropped by 
13 per cent over the past 
year, new figures have 
revealed. 

The force saw the biggest 
drop in robbery offences, 
with a 30 per cent reduction 
to 5,677 crimes in 2012 com¬ 
pared to 2011, according to 
the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics (ONS). 

The number of fraud and 
forgery, and criminal 
damage reports to the police 
dropped by 20 per cent. 

But sex offences, were up 
by nine per cent. 

The figures means there 
were 174,467 crimes 
reported last year. 

Nationally, the total 
number of police-recorded 
crimes fell eight per cent to 
3.7 million. 

But the figures showed 
that pick-pocketing was on 
the rise as thieves increas¬ 
ingly targeted smartphones. 

The number of police- 
recorded instances of ‘theft 
from the person’ rose eight 
per cent in the year to 
December 2012. 

The ONS said anecdotal 
evidence suggested this is in 
part driven by smartphone 
theft.

A CONFUSED and frail 
pensioner fell out of her hos¬ 
pital bed and broke her hip 
even though equipment 
should have been in place to 
prevent her from falling, the 
inquest heard. 

Joan Wells, aged 85, fell at 
City Hospital, which is run 
by Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals Trust. 
She died on October 15,2011 
at Sandwell Hospital where 
she had been transferred for 
surgery. 

The inquest held in 
Smethwick heard the widow, 
of Handsworth, had been 
identified as being at high 
risk of falling following a 
previous ‘slip’. But a plan 
which included one-to-one 
care, an adjustable bed and 
crash mats was not put into 
place. 

Ward matron Emma Fer¬ 
guson told the hearing the 
admission of two high-risk 
patients resulted in a change 
in staffing priorities and a 
proper handover between 
shifts for Mrs Wells was not 
done. The inquest heard 
death was caused by sepsis 
after she contracted pneu¬ 
monia. A verdict of death by 
natural causes was 
recorded.

Residents urge transport 
chiefs to scrap bus route

RESIDENTS in Oldbury are 
calling on transport chiefs to 
axe a bus route which runs 
past their homes. 

Householders in Castle Road West say 
the 49 bus has blighted their lives since 
it started in October. 

They say that double-deck buses are 
mounting kerbs, putting pedestrians in 
danger. They argue the buses cause 
traffic congestion, and also that passen¬ 
gers on the buses can look directly into 
their homes. 

Six buses run an hour along the route 
on weekdays between 6.30am and 11pm, 
from Brandhall to West Bromwich. 

Mother-of-one Jenny Smith said she 
had contacted Centro asking them to 
alter the route, or to run single-decker 
buses along it, but they had done 
nothing. She has put together a petition 
with the signatures of 53 households on 
it, calling on Centro to address the 
problem. 

She said: “I’ve seen the buses mount 
the kerb several times. It’s dangerous. 
They also come down the road too fast. 

Decision 

The 31-year-old Sandwell Council 
worker added: “I’ve even been sitting in 
my room breastfeeding my daughter and 
the bus has gone past, and people can lit¬ 
erally peer in.” 

David Lucas, aged 71, who has lived on 
the road for more than 40 years, said: 
“For the first 15 years we didn’t have any 
buses coming down here, and then we 
had the occasional single decker. This is 
a quiet road, so it was really noticeable 
when these large double-deckers started 
coming down here.” 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler 
said: “I can confirm we have received a 
petition and have been investigating. 
The decision to use a double-decker is a 
commercial one made by National 
Express. 

“Sandwell Council, which is the local 
highways authority, National Express 
and Centro all believe Castle Road West 
is safe and suitable for buses. 

“We will, however, continue working 
to explore ways of resolving the issue to 
the mutual benefit of residents and pas¬ 
sengers.” 


CHILDREN, parents and teachers at a Black 
Country school are rallying around to help 
two pupils who have cancer. 

Pupils at St Paul’s Primary School, in 
Robert Road, Tipton, held a sponsored walk 
around the school grounds to raise money for 
the Birmingham Children’s Hospital cancer 
unit, where both eight-year-old Josh Jackson 
and Fallon Thomas, aged five, are being 
treated.

Earning a crust 
with novelty pies 


A Chasetown couple have cooked 
up a novel way to make a living, 
baking pies with medieval flavours. 

CLAIRE FRY reports 

IT SEEMS people in the West 
Midlands have a very adventur¬ 
ous side to their dining habits as 
one Cannock businessman has 
found out. 

Selling anything from squirrel and 
hedgehog pie to rabbit, wild boar and 
hare - to the exotic kangaroo and crocodile 
meats at markets around the area - it has 
proven a popular venture for Steve 
Howard. 

Along with wife Debbie, they run their 
traditional home baked food business from 
their Chasetown home, cooking up recipe 
ideas from the past which they know cus¬ 
tomers will love. 

The company, called ‘Flavours, Best of 
British’ started three years ago and it is 
already a sell-out at virtually every market 
they visit with their wares. 

Recipes 

Originally, the couple began making and 
selling 400 different types of jams and 
chutneys using original and unusual 
recipes. But although customers were 
buying the products, it would take them 
longer to consume them so business wasn’t 
as profitable as they had hoped. 

But then they hit upon the idea for 
baking old traditional pies from recipes 
spanning from as far back as the Roman 
and medieval times. 

“We decided as our name was about 
being the best of British, that is what we 
would be,” said Mr Howard. 

“When we come up with the idea of what 
game we want to use, we then source orig¬ 
inal recipes we think people will enjoy 
eating. So we could be creating the pies 
from the chefs of Henry VIII, as an 
example. But sometimes we can’t make it 
as exact as the flavours they used, such as

rook’s eyes, are not something we would 
stomach in our world,” he said. 

Even so, the couple still manage to 
use around 1,000 squirrels a year, and 
when they have them on the menu, the 
pies are the first to sell-out. 

“We mainly source our meat from 
gamekeepers. For the squirrels we use 
grey ones and it is popular. It is a very 


stall in Cannock with his squirrel pies 

lean meat which is very low in fat and 
our customers like them,” he added. 

For the more unusual hedgehog pies, 
sourcing the meat is very different, and 
they have only had two from roadkill in 
the past 10 months. 

“We don’t go around knocking them 
on the head, but the way we source 
them means we don’t get that many. 


But it is a very light, white, meat, crossed 
between rabbit and chicken,” he said. 

The pair get their pies, pasties and pud¬ 
dings made in a farmhouse kitchen in 
Chasetown to their exacting require¬ 
ments. 

“I have worked in markets and stalls 
for around 30 years or so, selling different 
items. I have found that the key is to offer 
customers the whole range and to do 
something well and be the best in that 
field. 

“We wanted to have the Best of British 
and work hard to make sure we offer 
something different. 

“Our menu changes with the seasons 
and we always take onboard what our 
customers say and they sometimes make 
requests or e-mail us asking for some¬ 
thing particular. 

“It is very unusual that we don’t go to 
a market without a cool box of items 
ready for people to come and pick up. We 
know that the key is not to just carry on 
with the same things. People get bored. 
They want something different and that 
is what we do well at,” he said. 

Different

Off-licence man fights 
back as raiders strike

A BRAVE shopworker tried to 
fight back against robbers 
who snatched two gold 
chains from his neck in an off- 
licence raid. 

The 34-year-old victim, who was too 
scared to be identified, was attacked by 
two men who stormed into Drink- 
busters in Crankhall Lane, Wednes- 
bury. 

One of the attackers grabbed the 
victim from behind while the other 
took his necklaces. 


The attackers also tried in vain to 
steal the worker’s gold earrings, 
making his ears bleed. But in the strug¬ 
gle the shop worker managed to pull 
off a scarf that was wrapped round one 
of the attacker’s head. 

He said: “They both had scarves on 
their faces but I managed to rip one off 
so the CCTV would catch him.” 

“It was scary at the time, and I’m 
still scared now. I took one week off 
work but I’m still scared.” 

The two chains were 24ct gold. One 
had a locket. They were worth about 
£1,800 collectively. During the struggle 


the shopworker’s T-shirt was ripped 
but, apart from the injury to his ears, 
he was unharmed. 

The worker believes the attackers 
may have been back to the store since 
the robbery, which happened at 
9.30pm on April 5. 

Poilice revealed the CCTV images in 
the hope that someone may recognise 
the two suspects or have knowledge of 
the attack.

Six decades of thrills 
and spills at raceway 


THE smell of petrol and the 
sound of finely tuned 
engines have rung out at 
Hednesford Hills Raceway 
for 60 years. 

During that time, thousands 
have watched racers go head- to- 
head in a show of burning rubber 
and crunching steel. 

The sport of stock car racing 
really took off in the 1950s and 
more and more tracks began to 
spring up around the country as its 
popularity grew 

New locations for tracks were 
always being sought and in 1952 
Claude Roe decided to use the 
disused Scott House Reservoir as a 
racetrack. 

The reservoir which had been 
empty of water for more than 40 
years, was quickly pegged out and

stands erected around its outer 
edge. With racers flying around the 
shale track in modified saloon cars 
the racing would often get quite 
messy with crashes and spills. 

During the next few years, as the 
track’s popularity grew, Claude 
began to host other events there 
including live acts such as chart- 
topper Ruby Murray. 

But its popularity began to 
decline as race fans went to better 
established tracks. 

However it was at this point that 
legendary racer Bill Morris stepped 
in to give the track its second life. 
Left without a track following the 
closure of Tamworth raceway Bill 
could see the potential in Hednes¬ 
ford and approached the new 
owners Cannock Chase Council to 


see if he could buy it. Building work 
at the track began in the winter of 
1961 and was completed in the 
summer the following year. By 
June 16, the cars were lining up on 
the track for the first race as part of 
the FI stock car series. 

In the following year Bill intro¬ 
duced hot rod to the UK crowds 
which was based loosely on 
America’s NASCAR series. 

Highly modified versions of 
everyday saloon cars took to the 
newly re-surfaced track flying 
round at incredible speeds. This 
proved very popular and the track 
really took off. 

Hednesford would continue to 
rise in popularity during the 60s 
and 70s and in later years Bill 
passed the reins over to his son 
Martin and Philip Bond who set up 
Incarace which runs the track 
today.

A BUTCHER who worked at shops in the 
Black Country for more than 50 years has died 
after a short illness at the age of 93. 


George Bayley started 
working as an apprentice at 
Marsh and Baxter’s in 
Church Street, Bilston, at 16. 

After 20 years with the 
family firm, he set up his 
own butcher shop called 
Bayley Family Butcher, in 
Dilloways Lane in Willen- 
hall, before retiring at 70. 
Mr Bayley, who was better 
known as Austin to many, 
passed away last week. 

The life-long butcher, who 
lived in Dorset Road in Dar- 
laston, will be buried at 
Oscott College Cemetery in 
Birmingham. 

Mr Bayley was married to 
Jessie, but she died in 1999. 
They had no children. 

His niece Catherine 
Taylor said: “He was a won¬ 
derful man, so passionate 
about his trade and one of 
the best at what he did. 

Gentleman 

“He was a true gentleman, 
so polite and keen to give 
good customer service. 

“It’s no surprise he went 
on and started his own shop 
and was successful.” 

Mr Bayley was born and 
raised in Walsall. He 
married Jessie at St 
Joseph’s Church in Darlas- 
ton. 

He joined Marsh and 
Baxter’s Butchers in 1936, 
working at the firm’s shop in 
Bilston as well as its store in 
Exchange Street in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The firm became famous

for its York hams, Wiltshire 
bacon, sausages and pork 
pies. During the reign of 
George V it held a Royal 
Warrant for York hams. 

The company also sold 
products to Harrods. 

Mr Bayley worked at the 
shop as it became one of the 
most renowned butchers in 
the Black Country. 

But in 1958 he used the 
skills he had built up during 
his time there, and set up his 
own shop in Willenhall. 

He made a name for 
himself and built up a loyal 
customer base during the 
rest of his career. 

Mrs Taylor, aged 51, of 
Wombourne, said: “The cus¬ 
tomers were his priority and 
he always set out to put 
them first.” 

She added: “He was proud 
to be a Black Country man 
and has been described 
several times by friends, cus¬ 
tomers and family as a true 
gentleman.”

Family will never know 
truth of hit-run death 


RELATIVES of hit-and-run 
victim Bernard Betts have 
told of their agony at never 
knowing the full circum¬ 
stances surrounding his 
death after the only suspect in 
the case died. 

Mr Betts, an 85-year-old grandfa- 
ther-of-eight, was knocked down near 
his home in Cradley Heath in January 
as he walked his dog Jack. He died 18 
days later. 

Police launched an appeal to trace 
the driver, and later interviewed a 37- 
year-old man. They were waiting for 
the Crown Prosecution Service to 
decide whether charges would be 
brought. 

But the suspect died last weekend 
and officers have said they are not 
looking for anyone else in connection 
with the accident. 

Mr Betts’ son Les, a teacher from 
Stourbridge, said: “We wanted the per¬ 
petrator caught and justice for my dad 
but in no way would we wish for this on 
this person’s family. 

Retired 

“That’s two families destroyed by 
this car accident.” 

Les added: “We won’t get answers to 
the questions we wanted to know. 

Mr Betts, a retired bricklayer, was 
born in Dudley and brought up in Row- 
ington Avenue, Blackheath. 

He met his sweetheart Lilian at a VE 
Day celebration in Oldbury in 1945 and 
the couple wed at Oldbury register 
office two years later. They had lived in 
Barrs Road for more than 30 years. 

As well as Les, the couple had three 
other children, Linda, Graham and 
Kevin. The family had caravans in 
Wales and Devon where they would go 
for holidays. Mr Betts was also a keen 
Villa fan and used to take his children 
to watch the games. 

Mr Betts’ second youngest son, 54- 
year-old father-of-three Graham, a

'Exploited' teen locked 
up over cannabis farm 


A TEENAGER found running a 
£100,000-a-year cannabis 
farm at a house in Smethwick 
has been locked up for 18 
months. 

Illegal immigrant Chu Trung had 
only been at the address for 10 days 
when police swooped, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 19-year-old Vietnamese who 
was smuggled into the country on a 
lorry, was taken to the property in 


Rosehill Road. He was shown how to 
cultivate the 80 cannabis plants 
growing in the loft and then left to fend 
for himself at the house that had little 
furniture and a small amount of food, 
said Miss Samantha Powis, prosecut¬ 
ing. 

Police found the cannabis while 
making house-to-house inquiries in 
the street where people had com¬ 
plained of a strange smell, the court 
heard. 

Officers said the defendant appeared 
relieved when arrested. His family had 


re-mortgaged their home in Vietnam to 
pay $20,000 after ‘recruiters’ came to 
their village offering to find work for 
young men in the UK, said Mr Shiva 
Misra, defending, who added: “He has 
been exploited by others.” 

Trung of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to cultivating cannabis and was 
ordered to be detained in a Young 
Offenders’ Institution. 

Trung has applied for political 
asylum in this country but is likely to 
deported after his sentence.

Locals struggle to come 
to terms with their losses

I uck, grime and endless 
misery - those are the three 
things we’ll take away from 
watching The Village, the BBC’s 
relentlessly grim drama set in the 
Peak District in the early part of the 
20th century. 

That description may sound as if 
we’ve hated every minute of the six- 
part series, but that’s just not true - 
it’s been a masterclass in acting, with 
some amazing stories and 
characters. But boy, a little escape 
from the drudgery every now and 
then would have been nice. 


“Life is a struggle for them and they 
scrape by and the marriage is quite 
strained due to the desperate 
situation,” says Maxine Peake of her 
character, Grace Middleton, and her 
family. 

This week, the plot moves on to 
1920, and the Great War has been 
over for two years - but the village’s 
residents are still counting the cost. 

After being locked up thanks to his 
status as a conscientious objector, it’s 
Eyre who notices the biggest 


differences, not just to the place itself, 
but the manner of his former friends 
and neighbours. 

Soldiers continue to return from 
their duties overseas and expect to 
immediately settle into their old lives 
by going back to their factory jobs, 
little realising that the women who 
took their places have no intention of 
giving them up and have, in fact, 
joined a union. 

Bert, now 18, invites his old teacher 
to stay with the Middletons, but it isn’t 
a happy visit thanks to the tension 
caused by Joe’s death - and the 
unveiling of the local war memorial 
doesn’t improve the mood either. 

Grace learns that her son’s name 
won’t be added to the list of the 
‘glorious dead; while Margaret 
discovers that her boy’s body won’t 
be coming home. 

So, it’s clear that Maxine’s 
character still can’t find happiness. At 
least the actress herself was more 
than happy to be involved with the 
project. 

“I’ve never filmed in the Peak 
District before,” she explains. “It’s 
such a beautiful part of Britain, which 


I think gets slightly overshadowed by 
the Lake District when people think of 
Northern beauty spots. 

“When I was around 10,1 used to 
go to a Unitarian church and they 
had a hostel in Little Hucklow. We’d 
have breaks there going walking and 
pot-holing. I’d forgotten how 
breathtaking the scenery was until I 
started filming.” 

Despite having fun on set with 
co-stars such as John Simm and 
Juliet Stevenson, she’s enjoyed 
getting back to the comforts of 2013 
after filming: “We shot quite a few 
scenes with gas lamps and candles 
as the only source of light. It was a bit 
tricky doing certain scenes when you 
couldn’t see the other actors you 
were talking to! 

“Given the cold wet weather, an 
electric blanket would have been 
nice. Hot water bottles were my 
saviour when we were filming scenes 
in bed.” 

This is the last in the current series, 
and many more are planned so that 
the story of the Middletons is brought 
right up to date - here’s hoping it 
won’t be long before it’s back.

Vauxhall's convertible looks a winner 


By Ian Donaldson 


IT’S not hard to see where Vauxhall 
would like to be on the ladder of 
automotive desirability... on the 
rung below Audi, you’d guess. 

Vauxhall’s new, big four-seater Cascada con¬ 
vertible is the latest in a recent onslaught of 
new models, all aimed at giving the brand a 
more glossy feel for potential punters. 

We’ve seen recent launches for the 
petrol/electric Ampera, medium-sized SUV 
Mokka and chic and small Adam. 

The first will sell in tiny numbers, with the 
Adam finding tough opposition from Fiat and 
Mini and only the Mokka likely to make it high 
up the charts. 

But you get the feeling outright sales are less 
important than making other road users take 
a second glance and ask ‘what is that rather 
smart looking car over there?” 

And now comes the Cascada, Spanish for 
waterfall (or the pop group representing 
Germany at the 2013 Eurovision Song 
Contest), which is predicted to sell only a 
couple of thousand here each year. 

But you’ll take notice every time one comes 
into view. It’s a big car and it’s got masses of 
smart street presence, with the hood up or

down (an action that takes a mere 17 seconds 
in either direction). 

More look-at-me pulling power, for instance, 
than the smaller Audi A5 Convertible, which 
also costs nearly £8,000 more than the least 
expensive Cascada. 

Now, that may not matter a jot to an Audi 
buyer, who would not even mention a Vauxhall 
in the same breath, but it sure matters to the 
seller of the Cascada, keen as moutarde to give 
the brand a bit of upmarket chic. 

Cover over the badge and you’d never guess 
the car costs from a modest (in large convert¬ 


ible terms) £23,995. Even under a watery 
English sky it looks terrific; utterly up to 
posing on the quayside at Monte Carlo among 
the inevitable Porches... and Audis. You’d 
never guess it’s a stablemate for the humble, 
company car park favourite, the Insignia. 

Swathes 

At least, not until you slipped inside, where 
ou discover it now becomes an Insignia in all 
ut name, with added swathes of nicely 
stitched leather to disguise thing a bit. That 
didn’t stop the test car, a £26,095 version with 
the smallest engine available (1.4 litre petrol) 


having the most comfortable driver’s seat I’ve 
enjoyed in living memory, thanks to a myriad of 
adjustments, heating and handsome leather 
facings. Eat your heart out, Audi. 

Giving the Cascada a fabric roof has saved 
valuable weight over the folding metal contrap¬ 
tions that briefly shone in this sector. It’s good 
to look at, works up to 30mph and produces no 
more noise than the fixed covering you might 
find in an Insignia. It does compromise boot 
space, leaving a long, thin slot for luggage when 
its folded away (all that fabric has got to go 
somewhere). The rear seats fold down to give

lots more room with the roof in place. 

Losing the rigidity of a fixed roof means, 
despite extra body strengthening, the Cascada 
wobbles gently on bad road surfaces, but it’s not 
going to be a problem for owners who won’t 
mind the trade off if it means hours basking in 
top-down sunshine. 

A 2.0 litre diesel (£25,495) is expected to be 
the biggest seller in a range that tops out at 
£29,080 for a pumped up version of the same 
engine. The 1.4i Elite version’s modestly pow¬ 
erful petrol unit was quiet and smooth but need 
a good prod to produce much action.

The new SEAT Leon, a combination of German engineering and Spanish style

WE’VE all heard of the ‘Song for Europe’ but 
SEAT is hoping it has hit the right note with its 
new car for Europe. 

Its latest Leon is a duet of German engineering and 
Spanish style, in perfect harmony - and Britons are 
expected to be among the biggest buyers. Over the past 
decade the Leon has accounted for a third of all SEATs sold 
here, at least in part capitalising on its success in the world 
of motor sport. 

The new car, based on the same platforms and engines as 
the Audi A3 and VW Golf, comes with sharper styling, 
packed with the latest technology and powered by punchy 
yet more fuel-efficient engines. 

Prices range from £15,670 for the 1.2 TSI to £22.635 for 
the 150bhp TDI with the VW Group’s superb DSG auto¬ 
matic/manual gearbox. A more powerful 184bhp version 
will be in the showrooms soon, to be followed by a brand new 
estate model. 

The new Leon is lighter and slightly shorter than its pred¬ 
ecessor, yet it has a longer wheelbase and wider track. This 
helps to sharpen up handling and aid stability, but the inte¬ 
rior has been redesigned so there’s actually more passenger 
and luggage space inside. That means it is a full-sized family 
hatchback which compares well with rivals such as the Ford 
Focus and Vauxhall Astra, and actually beats them on boot 
space which has risen from 340 to 380 litres. 

The range includes some of the most efficient engine 
options around, combined with a switchable ‘Eco’ system on 
FR versions which softens the throttle response and auto¬ 
matically switches on the stop/start system to save fuel in 
town. 

The choice of petrol or diesel fuel largely depends on how 
many miles you cover: diesel being the more economical 
option for higher mileage drivers. 

When it comes to smaller engines I’d normally opt for 
diesels because of their torquey, lazy nature: on the open 
road petrol engines can get noisy, and need frequent gear 
changes to keep you rolling. 

And high revs don’t make for economical driving. 

Civilised 

But the Leon’s base engine is different, much more 
civilised, relaxed and quiet. It is only 1200cc (not a lot for a 
car of this size) but it’s turbocharged, so as well as a pretty 
remarkable 105bhp, it has 175Nm of torque giving it the 
feel of a bigger engine. 

If it sounds impressive, there’s more evidence with a 
0-62mph time of ten seconds and an average fuel consump¬ 
tion of 57.6mpg which, based on my test drive, seems easy 
achievable. 

The basic specification includes seven airbags, stability 
control, ABS and traction control, tyre pressure monitor, 
electric front windows, a colour media system with Blue¬ 
tooth and remote controls and air conditioning. 

SEAT predicts the best-selling model will be the higher 
specification SE with its 1.6 TDI engine at £18,490. While 
its output is nominally the same as that of the 1.2 petrol, 
this diesel power pack has nearly a third more torque, 
making it the consummate mile-muncher. It’s barely 
audible at cruising speeds, and silky smooth. 

It does the 0-62mph dash in 10.7 seconds, but it can 
average more than 74mpg, and with C02 emissions of just 
99g/km (compared to 114g/km for the 1.2 petrol) its road tax 
free. 

For the extra cash you also get front fog lights, alloy 
wheels, cruise control, electric windows all round, an elec¬ 
tronic limited slip differential and hill hold control. 

Sporting or ‘hot’ models account for one in four of all 
Leons sold and the new range starts from £21,385 for the 
FR. 

It comes with a lowered, much revised sports suspension 
which has dynamic benefits such as flatter cornering 
without losing much in terms of the excellent ride comfort 
of the SE. 

The Leon is a solid, fun-to-drive car whichever option you 
choose, it’s competitively priced and, with its particularly 
efficient range of engines, it should help to keep running 
costs down.

dreaming of Europe. 

For the striped army that trekked to 
Hampshire, it was a dream cocktail of events 
that made their day more memorable than 
they dared to imagine when they departed 
the West Midlands early on Saturday 
morning. 

Granted, it could have been even better. 
There were collective groans when Totten¬ 
ham equalised at Wigan to take a little of the 
heat off Villa in the Premier League relega¬ 
tion battle. 

There was a modicum of frustration as 
Romelu Lukaku missed a handful of good 
chances to ensure Albion’s own game 
remained in the balance much longer than it 
should have. And Marc-Antoine Fortune’s 
stupid sending off - one of three on the day - 


marred the success just a little. But there 
were very few travelling fans whose glasses 
were half-empty come 5pm on Saturday. 

Because, as away trips go, this one was 
pretty flawless for the long-distance support¬ 
ers, 2,000 of whom had gone to St Mary’s free 
of charge thanks to the Baggies’ annual 
coaches offer. 

And statistically, it was a red-letter day for 
their club, too. The records have been on the 
cards for weeks so it was little surprise when 
they eventually arrived. 

But their predictability does not make 
them any less impressive for Clarke and Co. 

A club-record 14th Premier League victory 
in a season ensured Albion’s highest ever 
points total since the top flight was 
rebranded, and all with four matches to 
spare. It made sure, too, that they remained 
six points clear of the chasing pack in eighth 
place and on course to clinch the best-of-the- 


rest spot behind the division’s established big 
names. And it gave Albion their first win at 
Southampton since a 2-0 success in 1969. 

Best of all, they did it all with a style and 
swagger that has often been missing since 
Christmas as they have edged their way 
towards notable milestones after such a stun¬ 
ning start to the campaign. 

With Clarke’s bold 4-3-3 selection pinning 
back the Saints, the Baggies signalled their 
intentions from the opening moments and 
they were ahead on six minutes as Gareth 
McAuley and Lukaku helped on a Graham 
Dorrans corner and Fortune forced the ball 
over the line. 

The hosts, so impressive under Mauricio 
Pochettino, were never allowed to respond as 
the visitors opened them up at will. 

Lukaku had a trio of fine chances before 
half-time but was denied a goal by a combina¬ 
tion of tame finishing and smart goalkeeping

from Artur Boruc. The Saints’ only response 
was a firm shot from Nathaniel Clyne that 
drew a good save from Ben Foster, with 
Clarke’s men maintaining their dominance 
in second half packed full with incident. 

Lukaku made it 2-0 from a fine ball from 
Fortune, who then tarnished an excellent 
day’s work with a needless dismissal for 
reacting to an elbow by Gaston Ramirez on 
Shane Long that had already earned the 
Uruguayan his marching orders. 

But even at 10 versus 10, the Baggies 
stayed on top. And Long completed the 
scoring late on when he raced onto a clever 
Lukaku pass and drilled a low effort through 
the legs of Boruc. 

The hordes of visiting fans shared a 
moment of mutual appreciation with their 
side at the final whistle as all reflected on a 
day that will stand out, even from a season of 
so many magical memories.

WHY CLARKE HOPES 
VILLA WILL STAY UP 


ALBION boss Steve Clarke wants Villa to win 
their survival battle - and hinted he would like 
Wolves back in the Premier League.

McAuley, who was 
crowned both supporters’ 
and players’ player of the 
season on Sunday, said calls 
from Clarke in the week of 
his appointment convinced 
the squad that the Baggies 
had made a good decision. 

“He phoned everyone and 
spoke to them when he got 
the job, which was a nice 
touch,” said McAuley. 

“It was reassuring.”
